The necessity for change in our sys- 
tem of GoTernment is admitted oo all 
sides ; bat the character of the chaoge is 
yet nndeveloped. That an early modifica*. 
tion will take place, no one doubts, bo- 
caose it 7n'ust como. Under 'these cir-, 
cumst^ucea there can bo no harm in caiiN 
vassing tho various probabilities. Our 
readers arc aw arc that tliere are gentle- 
men at borne who havo been and uro 
quietly doing their utmost for this Col- 
ony. The/ do not desiro to bo. promi- 
nently knowu in tho matter, hence we 
have heard little ; bat wo belLfcve their 
offorts will be npne the Ipsa, effective. 
It, is gODorolly known that twelve months 
from tho present time . Governor Seyi 
"moargoes homo ; and we do not think 
' that our citizeus are inclined to continne 
the present state of things, bv praying 
for the appointmont of a SQCCt«-jor who 
will tread in His Excellency's footsteps, 
and accept the same emoluments. This, 
it seems, is pretty well understood ut 
home, aqd we think that In view ot the 
early termiDatioD of the present system 
by the prosimate departure of the pro>- 
seiit 'incumbent of the gnbernatorial 
chair, we can fully account for the ap" 
parent want of solicitude on the part of 
, the borne authorities in the very incon- 
sistent position we bold with our present 
cumbeous. form of Government. Need 
we be surprised, then, if some of the pro-, 
posed alCerations to bo made at tho ex- 
piration of the term for the stay of 
Governor Seymour should havo oozed 
out 7 And it is with a sense of reliel 
that we refer to an item in our news 
columns in which a part of the particu- 
lars of the pos-ible regime is stated. It 
froold appear that a man of goi^d business 
capacity and experience has been rec- 
omnuendod by . friends of tho Colony 
for tho Governorship at a very mod- 
erate salary compared wiib Iho pres- 
ent disproporliooate amoant paid to 
Mr. Seymonr, who, with every desire, 
DO doabt, ia prevented by the peculiar 
character of hit ioBiriiotiODS from fili>« 
iDg. the poiition in eaobwise as to give 
Batiefaotion to the Colonists. We fur- 
ther learn that it is proposed to arm 
the new representative of tho Crown 
with a carte blancJie by which he will 
be empowered to reduce the official staff 
to Bach reasonable dimensions as shall 
combine efficiency with an exponditare 
commeoBorate with the services re- 
quired and the taxable means of the 
Colony. lb must be borne in mind, 
If we have urged immediate confed^ 
eration, that we have done so in per- 
fect ignorance of posMblo relief from 
the Mother country, so that wo miglit 
calmly mature our tonns wiib the 
Dominion, freed from tho terrible pros 
sure that tho present criticui state ol 
things involve. Indeed, such worolhu 
feelings produced by tbo apparent 
callousness of the Executi*?o now 
Tuliog that wo should bavo hailed any 
change with complaoency, Tho whole 
position, however, is changed, and the 
light is becoming visible in the di - 
tance; oar snfforinga may continue for 
lome time longer, but we think there 
will be a termination soon; and, bow- 
ever disagreeable the continuance of 
ezieting burthens may be, we can look 
forward with hopefulneea to an early 
deliverance. How readily will all our 
difficulties be resolved with an eco* 
nomical system of Government and a 
man at tho helm possessing tbo knowl- 
edge and power requisite to guide the 
destinies of a commoroial people. 
There will bo no further didiculiy 
respecting Drawbacks Hills, or moilificu- 
tion of duties; it will only require to be 
shown thatsucu things arelikcly to advance 
the interest of the Colony and they will 
be done without hesitation. Wo shall 
hear no more of necessary measures le- 
quiring to be Immediately carried imo 
exeontion, being aent to England for 
proval. We shall not be annoyed by 
having useful laws reduced to mere laws 
In name, or made wholly inoperative by 
retrograde oEBoials; the days of obslruc- 
tivenesa are so nearly concluded, that wo 
have no terror in regarding the short 
period remaiuing to tho presoni system 
inflicting any perraaneul injury on tho 
Colony. On the otlior hand, coming 
relief to commerce will encourage our 
merchants to pursue their avocations hero, 
fatisfied that if we do not return to our 
Free Port, wo shall have such raodi- 
ficalions as to render it unnecessary ; 
lind Confederation, when it comes, 
will find iirilish Columbia pre- 
pared to enter tho DoininioD, not 
as a bankrupt and a supplioant, but as 
a Colony claiming and entitled to equal 
rights with tb o Eastern Pro°h icB8.
